Frank Latuda, an ambitious coal developer, opened the 
Liberty Fuel Company mine high up on the canyon wall 
in 1914. Although the location seemed almost inaccessible, 
he operated tiny wooden mine coal cars inside the mine 
and delivered the product by tramway down to the rail- 
road below. This procedure was followed till 1917 when 
a new mine was built down by the canyon floor. Several 
mining innovations were tried for the first time in Utah at 
the mine. A mechanical loading experiment was successful 
and an air-sand coal cleaning plant was the first one in the 
western United States. 

In 1918 twenty homes were built around the mine, the 
newborn town was christened Liberty, for the parent com- 
pany. A small spring up a side canyon supplied enough 
water for the mine but culinary water had to be brought 
in from Helper. The mine office was built in 1920 and 
thirty-five more houses by 1922. The top floor of the office 
was used as a hotel for visiting executives, and a doctor’s 
office reputedly occupied one section. The first school ses- 
sions were held in a company house till 1923 when a 
modern school building was erected. The Post Office de- 
manded another name, however, as they were overrun with 
Liberties, and the mine developer Frank Latuda’s name 
was used instead. 

For many years the mine averaged 110 workers and the 
amount of coal produced was more constant day by day 
than in any other mine in Carbon County. From 1920-50 
the town harbored 3-400 residents except in 1927 when 
several avalanches thundered down the steep canyon walls 
in one day killing several people and wiping out a row 
of houses. 









Mining stopped completely in 1966, the last fa 
had moved out by 1967, although most of the house 
had been bought and moved out five to ten years earlj : 
The large, intact Liberty Fuel Company office buildin, 
is 0.6 mile west of Standardville, and the mine at the up 
end of town still stands. Several houses and buildin 
largely in ruin, litter the immediate area.

Frank Latuda opened the ‘Liberty Fuel Co.’ mine in 1914 in Carbon 
County. in 1917, a new mine was opened on the floor of the canyon 
together with the small community of Liberty. The Latuda name stuck 
with the community, and it became a ghost town in 1966 when the mine 
closed.

SPRING CANYON 


Jesse Knight, one of the most prominent men in Utah 
mining history, after having organized mines and built 
a smelter in the Tintic Range, needed coal to operate them. 
In 1912 he bought 1600 acres of coal land west of Helper, 
organized the Spring Canyon Coal Company and built 
sixty modern sandstone homes even before opening the 
mine. He named the new town Storrs after his company 
superintendent, George A. Storrs. Similar to his town of 
Knightsville, Uncle Jesse owned the land and the town and 
so controlled the kinds of business that would be estab- 
lished. In so doing he forbade saloons, gambling houses 
and penalized workers who caroused at the expense of 
their families. 

Knight also built his own coal-hauling railroad in 1913 
from Storrs to the Rio Grande mainline at Helper four 
miles east. By this time the Rio Grande had built its road- 
bed and trackage to handle heavy coal trains. Coal was 
initially brought down via aerial tramway to track level; 
some 100 tons a day were shipped out. Then in 1919 a sur- 
face tram was installed which eliminated the previous, 
expensive way. 

In 1914 a stone schoolhouse and a church building were 
erected for the townspeople, most of whom were Mormons. 
Inasmuch as these were the first church and schoolhouses 
in the district, residents of other developing coal camps 
came to Storrs to take advantage of the opportunities tll 
they were provided in their own towns. 

From 1920-40 the town population stood at 1000, 
houses, stores and offices were well built; modern water 
and sewer systems were installed. The elaborate Storrs 
Hotel was a prominent landmark for many years. The 
importance of the Spring Canyon Disirict is evident by 
noting that two railroads built into the rather small canyon. 

Although much of the early development of the mine 
was done while the city was named Storrs, the greatest 
continual activity occurred after the town became known 
as Spring Canyon in 1924. A thousand tons a day of coal 
were mined year after year, except during World War it 
when production peaked at 2000 tons: per day. By 1946, 
when the demand started to slack off, the mine had put out 
eleven million tons of coal. Finally in 1954 the work force
